The Trojan spirit was very 
evident in NOIL this last cou¬ 
ple of weeks. As you will have 
read in the Advance, the 
Friends of NDSS and mem¬ 
bers of the community have 
taken legal action against the 
wrong-doings of the District 
School Board of Niagara. The 
closure of NDSS has little to do 
with low enrollment, but 
rather irresponsibility of pro¬ 
gramming and lack of funding 
from the DSBN; they need to 
be held accountable. 

Linda Kardslnski has been 
quoted as saying the DSBN 
"brought the DNA arts pro¬ 
gram to NDSS to help boost 
enrollment'! The DNA arts 
program was established in

the mid 1980’s with its own 
artistic director and although 
it was open to all DSBN stu¬ 
dents no out-of-town bussing 
was provided. Today there is

The 
Friends and our Town wanted 
to bring the IB program and 
an agricultural program to 
NDSS which would have 
attracted our own local high 
school students to stay at 
NDSS and helped our num¬ 
bers, but the DSBN said no. 
The DSBN superintendent 
even went as far as calling to 
the IB office in New York City 
and telling them that the 
DSBN was closing our school, 
therefore not to go ahead with 
the program at NDSS. The 
DSBN has not done anything 
to help “boost" our enroll¬ 
ment, but rather everything to 
derail us and take our school
